— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and of all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the 
President hereby makes the following rules to amend the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Clerical Service Rules, 1968. namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 

Service (Amendment) Rules, 1970, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service Rules, 1968,— 

(i) after rule 10, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“10- A. Power to relax in certain eases .- — Notwithstanding anything contain- 
ed in the Third Schedule, the Government may, in consultation with 
the Commission, fill not more than 5 per cent of the vacancies in 
the lower Division Grade arising in a year, otherwise than as 
provided for in these rules, by appointment of a son or daughter 
or wife or husband or brother or sister of a Government servant 
who dies during the period of his service”; 

(n) in rule 15, in sub-rule (4), under the heading “II. Lower Division Grade”, 
for Item (ii), the following item shall be substituted, narpely: — 

“ (ii) Temporary Officers . — ( a ) Persons appointed 1o the Grade after the 
appointed day shall rank biter se in the order of merit in which 
they are placed at the competitive examination on the results of 
which they are recruited, the recruits of an earlier competitive 
examination being ranked senior to those of a later examination: 

Provided that the qualified candidates of the competitive examination 
held by the Government for filling 10, per cent vacancies from 
Class IV employees (borne on the regular establishment of the 
Headquarters and Inter-Service Organisations, referred to in the 
First Schedule) in a particular year shall en bloc he ranked 
junior to the recruits of the competitive examination held in that 
year by the Commission : 

Provided further that the seniority of persons appointed on a regular 
basis under sub-rule (3) of rule 10 shall be determined in 
accordance with the principles laid down by the Government 
In consultation with the Commission. 

(b) Persons appointed to the Grade in accordsmce with rule 10A shall 
rank inter se according to their dates of appointments: 
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Provided that the persons so appointed in a particular year shall en 
block he ranked junior to the persons recruited on the basis of 
competitive examinations held by the Commission and the Secre- 
tariat Training School (Ministry of Home Affairs) in that year.”
